My home is in Bandjanegern, Gistrict Karangkober, subdistrict Kalibening, 
where I was a jocioy. In April 1943 I wae celied to mmenr at the 
Subdistrict Office, fron whero I was tnkon to the Kawedenarr and from 
there to tho Regeut's Office at Bad jrnegarn. 

At the Rogeut's Office I was detained with about __1C0_ other Javanese 
for a little while, ond te'con to Tandjong Priok by the Javancee by train, 
where ve romained for about three drys, snd then left for Singcoore on 

a Jepnnese ship with about 1000. Jnvanivo coolies. At Singnpore we wore 
Beparated. <Abdout 500 of us wore taken to Focloe Sukidijane. 

At Poeloe Sokidinng we were set to work ngs coolies to unlord ships. 

We hd nomely to unlord rice, sugnr, and tobacco, “le ~or'ed dry and night. 
Many coolics fell ill, sufforing fron dyseatery, beriberi, maleria, etc, 
By woy of medicine ell ve s0t wes only one sort of pill; for eysentery 
the Jnpnnese gave us © it. Many coolies, about 200 to 300 eiod here}; 
taere were 10 to 15 deaths per Gav, Cornees were burnt by the Jopnnese, 
until a Endji who hed died was burnt, but whoce corse wonld not burn, 
after which ho wns Just buried: Thoresfter no. more burning of coroses 
took place, 

44 coolio whose name I dn not recollect because we were cnly named by 
numbor, lay for sometimo in a bnrrack “or tho sic's, where he sufferod 
from hunger; ho therefore set out to stcal _ewoot sotatces and wrs 
ceught in the nct by the Jnonnese, Tre Jvrornese nened Kinoto San 

and Tedjibanr , both eoldiers wonrine erbroidered insi;nin consisting 

of three vollow stars, then bound this victin with his bonds on his 

back, his feet were nlgo bound, nnd lying on tho erouy “ith logs reiscd 
owing to his rope being ticd to a tree, his body was wrrpned in a mat 
ond he was thorenfter sprinkled with a bottle of petreleun and 

Bet rlisht. Eis back and seat nnd other prrte of his body wore burnt, 
The ropo burnt through and after the fire was put out, the victim wes 
taken to hospital, where he dicd three days Intor from the resulting 
injuries, 
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Lanter, in the month of Julv 1944, I wes talon nlong with other coolics 
to Kompong 3aroe, Panjoug Fnzar, Singmuore, where, too, ve had to 
work nt unlonding and ropniring shios. : 

There soverrl times I was beaten with a big thick piece of rove on 
my right eyo, so that I contracted wounds rnd ny oye wns injured. 

To this very dny I cannot sco vell with this oye, end I still boar 

a senr (I, the intcrroentor, confirm thnt there is - senr on tho 
right eyolid and ndjoining the eve). This wns done by the Jronnese 
soldior, Abisnn, wonring the distinctive ineienin of three 
enbroiderod yvollo stars, 

The rengon wes thnt a big ber of iron could not be lifted by three 
of my coolies, and I, as fosennn, wae held recountabdle.
